8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding amended independent claim 1, none of the references, either singularly 
or in combination, teach or suggest to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention the amended features in view of the previously existing claim limitations. 
The examiner notes that while stochastic spell checking methods are not in general 
considered a novel concept (See Examiner Referenced Prior Art Patents), the 
combination of the previous claimed features with the amended features of the method 
steps of independent claim 1 are considered novel, and unobvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made in view of the prior art of record. 

In regards to independent claims 13 and 20, the examiner notes that said claims 
are substantially similar to independent claim 1 .
